“In the first place. by pleading 
enilty he saves the state and the 
board from a long tedious trial and 
large expense. Many witnesses from 
other states have been subpoenaed. It 
would also be necessary to keep a 
corps of auditors throughout the trial. 
It would be a very ex~*nsive case to 
try. 


Restitution te Board. 


“Then, consideration should be 
given to the fact that even before Mr. 
Carnes was apprehended, his family 
were cooperating with the board and 
its attorneys in attempting to salvage 
his properties for the benefit of the 
board. And Mr. Catnes has made res- 
titution to the extent that he has 
given the board a blanket conveyance 
of all properties he owns or has an 
interest in. It is estimatea that the 
board will thereby effect a saving of 
nearly a quarter of a million dollars. 
While there is a suit pending to sub- 
ject those properties the preparation 
and trial of this civil case and the 
retention of receivers ih charge of the 
property, ete.. would cost the board 
many tiousands of dollars, which are 
avoided by his voluntary act in sur- 
rendering all claims to the property. 

“Some consideration may also be 
given to the fact that he has al- 
ready spent about four months in 
prison, 

“A most important consideration in 
fixing his sentence is the fact that 
Mr. Carnes is now approximately 5o 
vears old. A sentence of from five 
to seven years would probably mean 
almost the same as a life sentence. 
While less than this would seem in- 
adequate for his offense, more than 
this would not, in view of the miti- 
gating facts I have mentioned, seem 
to be required to vindicate public jus- 
tice. 

“Speaking for myself and for the 
board. I would recommend that a 
verdict of guilty with punishment 
fixed at not less than five and not 
more than seven years in the peni- 
tentiary be accepted, seven years he- 
ing, of course, the maximum fixed by 
the code of Georgia.
